Right To Amend Constitution 


| Conference With Provinces May Be 


‘A resolution declaring that Canada 
should have the right to amend her

Would AbolishWar 


House Of Commons Sets Approval On 
Act Framed By League 

The House of Commons with one 
accord took another step towards 
abolishing war. It. passed without di- 
vision the resolution submitted by 
Premier R. B. Bennett approving the 
accession of Canada to chapters one, 
two, three and four of the general 
act framed by the League of Nations 
in 1928. This act provides for the 
pacific settlement by arbitration of 
international disputes not justiciable 
by the world court. 

The five reservations to the act 
decided upon by nations of the Bri- 
tish Empire were explained by Mr. 
Bennett. The very nature of democra- 
cies was opposed to the maintenance 
of militarism, he declared, in explain- 
ing that he did not propose to dis- 
cuss the desirability of international 
peace generally. 

Approval of this resolution and ac- 
ceptance of arbitration as the means 
of settling disputes cleared the way, 
said Hon, Ernest Lapointe, former 
minister of justice, for the great 
meeting next February for the dis- 
armament of the world. He heartily 
supported the resolution, 

Henri Bourassa (Ind., Labelle), 
also endorsed the resolution, although 
he thought some of the reservations 
could just as well have been dis- 
pensed with. In regard to the reser- 
vation that disputes between nations 


of the British Empire which are mem- | 


bers of the League of Nations shall 
be settled in a manner the British na- 
tions shall decide upon was proper 
and a tribunal within’ the Empire 
should be established to hear such 
disputes.

H.B. Insurance Rates 
Marine Rate For Vessels Operating 
To Bay Fixed At 81, Per Cent, 
The second report of the Imperial 
Shipping Committee on Hudson Bay 
marine insurance rates for 1931 says 
it is understood the Canadian govern- 
ment intends to open the port of 
Churchill for traffic next September. 
“Since the grain elevator apparently 
will not be ready before September 
15, and as only a_ portion of the 
wharfage accommodation will be 
completed, it is evident shipments of 
grain from Churchill must be limited 
during 1931 to a few vessels only,” 

the report declares, 

The report also says the Joint Hull 
Committee has agreed to reduce the 
rate of the additional premium for 
suspension of the North America 
warranty with respect to vessels 
passing Cape Chidley inwards on and 
after August 10, and leaving the last 
landing port in Hudson Bay on or be- 
fore September 30. The reduction 
will be from 60. shillings to 50 
shillings per hundred pounds insured 
value, plus two shillings per ton on 
gross registered tonnage. | 

The committee also agreed to ex- 
tend the limit for sailing from 
Churchill to October 7 for a 10 per 
cent. increase on the above rate, and 
will permit a further extension up to) 
October 15 for a 25 per cent, in-/| 
crease on the above rate. Rates are 
only to be regarded as current for the 
1931 season and are the minimum 
figures, Underwriters reserve the 
right to quote a higher rate for any 
vessel below proper standards of effi- 
ciency. 

Canadians should accord all possi- 
ble publicity to the facilities avail- 
able to Churchill for discharging, 
loading and anchorage before the 
opening of the 1932 season, the re- 
port says, because it may affect the 
rates of additional premiums recom- 
mended by the Joint Hull Committee 
for that season, and also because the 
possibility of demurrage must be 
taken into account in finding charters. 
The report concludes that the rate 
for pilot service to take vessels 
through Hudson Straits would at 
least be prohibitive, and suggests a 
more thoroughly detailed survey of 
the Straits. 


Accident Prevention Week 


Manitoba Sets Aside Week To Con- 
centrate Public Attention On ' 
Need Of Prevention 

When a province with the popula- 
tion that Manitoba has faces an an- 
nual loss of 151 lives and over 10,- 
000 injuries through accidents of 
various kinds, it is time that some 
organized effort was made to reduce 
this heavy drain on life and limb, 
particularly because many of the 
accidents could and should be avoid- 
ed. The above is a statement made by 
the Accident Prevention Bureau of 
the Winnipeg Board of Trade in in- 
augurating “Accident Prevention 
Week," observed from May 17 to 24. 

The purpose of the campaign was 
to concentrate public attention upon 
the need. of prevention of accidents, 
the enforcement of the law where 
criminal negligence causes accidents, 
and the education of the people with 
a view to proving that accidents can 
be prevented. 

The Manitoba Government, Mani- 
toba Motor League, Manitoba As- 
sociated Beards of Trade, The Winni- 
peg Board of Trade, The Manitoba 
Boy Scouts Association, Employers 
Association, Winnipeg Builders Ex-' 
change, Winnipeg School Board and 
the Ministerial Association, actively 
participated in the campaign. 

Each day in the week was devoted 
fo some particular phase of “Acci- 
dent Prevention,” and the days were 
set aside as follows: Sunday, ‘Safety 
Sunday”; Monday, “Safe Driving 
Day"; Tuesday, “Safe Walking Day"; 
Wednesday, “Industrial Safety Day"; 
Thursday, ‘Home _ Safety Day"; 
Friday, “Child Safety Day”; Satur- 
day, ‘Community Safety Day.”

World’s Wheat Acreage 


Considerable Reduction Is Indicated 
For This Crop Year 

Reduced wheat acreages through- 
out the world this year as compared 
with last are dealt with in the 
monthly review of the wheat situation 
released by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. Reports from United States 
indicate a reduction in durum acre- 
age by 24 per cent. and other spring 
wheat acreage by 12 per cent. The 
reduction in spring wheat acreage in 
Canada is estimated at eight per cent. 
Reductions are also expected in other 
wheat-producing countries. 

“For Australia,” the review con- 
tinues, “a cable from the Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture fore- 
casts the acreage to be seeded this 
season at 13,500,000 acres, which is 


a significant reduction from the 
1930 acreage of 18,160,000. The 
agricultural commissioner of the 


United States ‘Department of Agri- 
culture, at Sydney, expects the wheat 


acreage to be 30 per cent. less than ° 


last year. This would amount to 
12,700,000 acres. Since Australian 
seeding operations may extend over 
a long period and well into the month 
of June, it is likely that the actual 
acreage will be higher, rather than 
lower, than the forecast.” 


Despatches have forecast lower 
acreage in the Argentine. 
For Russia, reports indicate at 


April 20 only 8,201,000 acres of spring 
grain were sown, against 50,870,000 


, acres up to the same time last year, 


Seeding is particularly backward in 
the Ukraine. A Broomhall despatch, 
May 9, said 84,000,000 acres spring 
grain were sown compared with 90,- 
000,000 last year.

Air Trip To Hudson Bay 


Make Successful Flight 
From Cochrane To Belcher's 
Island 
The outstanding flight in Canada in 
the past several months came to a 
successful conclusion recently when 
Sam Sainsbury, Toronto mining man. 
and his two pilots got back to Coch- 
rane from Belcher‘'s Island in Hud- 

son Bay. 

The flight was made for the pur- 
pose of staking iron ore claims on 
Belcher's Island, and it was complet- 
ed successfully in a total of nine days, 
including three days on the treeless 
and uninhabited island. Frank Fisher 
and Kelly Edmondson, of the Nation-- 


|al Air Transport, were the pilots who 


successfully handled the difficult trip 
without aerial bases or any facilities 
for repairs or shelter excepting what 
they had aboard the big Buhl air- 
sedan, 

Pilot Fisher said their only trouble 
It was dam- 
aged in landing on the packed sea- 
ice on Belcher’s Island. The near 
crack-up was serious enough, how- 
ever, to have kept the expedition 600 
miles from Cochrane for several 
weeks if it was not possible to make 
repairs. 

“We repaired the skid with staking 
posts which Mr. Sainsbury brought 
with him to mark his claims. While 
he staked claims we fixed up the dam- 
age,” said the pilot. 

The trio enjoyed their adventure 
immensely, and report that the fac- 
tors of the Hudson's Bay posts along 
the lonely east coast greeted them 
with open arms. It was their first 
contact with civilization since last 
autumn,

Frank Curtis, a Seattle house mov- | 
er, has dreams of great enterprises | 
and huge fortunes nowadays as he! 
prepares to lift the steamship ‘“Is- 
lander,” which sank with heavy loss | 
of life and fortune in Stephens Pass, | 
August 15, 1901. 

He has signed a contract with E. | 
H, and H. S. Wiley of Olympia, who | 
already have recovered some gold 
_from the sunken ship, but who hope | 
to move the wreckage into shallow | 
water, where it may be investigated | 
more easily. 

Curtis declared that after he com- | 
pletes the job, he may lay in a sup-| 
ply of ship salvaging equipment, and)
